Again, we thank all those who were so 
kind as to send us orders for seeds and 
seedling bulbs and for your fine, friendly 
letters. Some of the letters we would like 
to print, but have neither the space nor 
have we asked our friends’ consent; so 
we will have to let this stand until a later 
date when’ we have both time and space. 


| will have more time in the near future 
as | have severed my relations with Neil- 
sen’s of Ann Arbor who are the largest 
floral company in this section of the state. 
Here at Nielsen’s was born my love for the 
Gladiolus and its propagation and hybridiz- 
ation. The reason for this is that we used 
such large quantities of this flower for all 
occasions. We used from 150 to 1,000 
dozen each week from spring to late fall, 
and we sold more glads than any other 
flower company during that period. 


Being the head designer, | know that 
no flower can take it like the Gladiolus. 
We used them for homes, churches, stores, 
hospitals, weddings, banquet halls, funer- 
als, births, parties and corsages; and we 
never received a kick on Gladiolus. It is 
the predominant, universal flower for every 
season of the year and cannot be surpassed 
from my viewpoint. We even used hun- 
dreds of dozen, shipped from the deep 
South, during the Winter and early Spring. 
For the past twenty-four years | have made 
investments in many varieties of flowers, 
but only Gladiolus, when grown properly, 
pays back so much when intended for the 
show-table, home, as a cut flower or just 
for the bulb. 
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INVESTMENT 


Now, as you know, we only sell seedling 
bulbs: and up to this time have catalogued 
no named varieties for sale. We could dis- 
seminate some of our own seedlings and 
sports, but would rather sell what we have 
in block lots; or, in other words, all of a 
seedling variety, its large and small bulbs 
and its bulblets, all to one person. The 
reason for this is that when you invest in 
a seedling or sport that has about proven 
itself you take ALL the stock and your 
investment has a real chance.

When | say seedlings—large and small 
bulbs and bulblets, of course—I mean two- 
and three-year-olds we have picked out for 
quality and color; and have taken colored 
35mm. Kodachrome pictures of all these, 
we advertise in this catalogue, although 
you will find listed mostly one-year seed- 
ling bulbs grown from seed this year. 


The difference is two- and three-years, 
we list, we know all about them, as to color, 
stem, foliage, height, flowerhead, number 
of buds, flower attachment, bulb health, 
bulblet production, germination, blossom 
placement, size, texture, type, facing and 
style. (This information you will find given 
when you read about the two- and three- 
year-old stock. ) 


But in one-year-old seedlings, none of 
the above attributes is known, as. they 
have not flowered; also your investment on 
these is not as heavy; this year we have 
lowered the prices on these one-year seed- 
lings; so you can afford to have more than 
in the past. 


Before you invest and get all the bulbs 
of a seedling variety of either a two- or 
three-year-old, we can send you a small 
projector with the 35mm. Kodachrome pic- 
ture and thus you can get a good idea of 
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the seedling. We believe this colored-pic- 
ture service idea is new. If a seedling: var- 
iety proves out, as we believe all we offer 
will, your investment is much better off 
than some | have made in named glads 
which sold for from $10.00 to $20.00 at 
introduction prices and dropped the follow- 
ing year as low as $2.00 and $3.00. You 
have full control and also will or can name 
and introduce it as you please. 


Whoever sends us the first request for 
the pictures of two- or three-year-olds, 
they will be listed first and all others will 
be listed in order received; but first come 
first served, and you will be notified as to 
your number on our list. So get your order 
in early on any two- or three-year-old seed- 
lings we may list. 


Although the Spring weather was radical 
we seemed to get in our stock of bulbs and 
seeds just right. And as far as the glad 
growing is concerned, we have the _ best 
Summer weather with us now that we have 
seen for years. This happens to be July 
21, and we have had a weekly rain up to 
now, and we need little help from _ the 
White Showers System. Wish you might 
be here and see the beautiful two- and 
three-year-olds come in flower . . . it is 
a real thrill! The Everharts and others are 
coming over every few days to see them— 
to drink in their beauty! We have every 
color imaginable from white to red-black 
and every size from three-inch to seven and 
one-half inch flowers; these on stems from 
30-inch up to 6% feet... yes, | wish you 
could be here to talk glads! 


CATALOGUES 


We are trying something else that we 
believe, too, is new. This catalogue is only 
the first part, of which there are three. This 
catalogue is devoted to one-year seedling 
bulbs, with a few two- and three-year-old 
bulbs. Then, in October, we will issue an- 
other part devoted only to two- and three- 
year-old seedlings, and the last catalogue 
will list Gladiolus seeds and supplies.
